Washington, Jan. 17<—Resumption 
of “direct negotiations” between rail 
executives and the ‘big four’ brother­ 
hood© loomed, today* as 
a 
nation­ 
wide peace move in the tangled af­ 
fairs of railroad .labor. 
The movement* awaiting merely for­ 
mal 
approval by railroad heads arui 
executive committees of the brother­ 
hoods, was intended as a means 
of 
averting a general rail strike 
this 
spring. It came 
as 
tho 
result 
of 
“peace conferences” staged by Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Hoover. 
Th© plan, which wag suggested by 
the administration, involves the re­ 
storation of all pre-war regional con­ 
ferences. It was the intention of the 
administration, it was learned, today, 
to have all outstanding disputes eith­ 
er settled or on the way to settlement 
with in a month before these regional 
conferences. By this means* adminis­ 
tration officials hope to avert strike 
movements which now loom ominous­ 
ly. 


The peace move, its supporters hope, 
win be well established next month, 
he initial sessions of the regional, 
boards are contemplated for Feb. IO, 
according to announcements by Se-* 
crtary Hoover. 
This date was set, it was learned in 
order^ to have the 
“direct 
negotia­ 
tions’’ actually under way prior to 
the annual spring “run” of railroad 
traffic. Questions

Backers of the movement pointed

O start your motor easily and to pick # up speed quickly 
requires the use of a fuel having a sufficient proportion 
of light, volatile fractions. These fractions vaporize at a low 
temperature—they have a low boiling point—and they ignite 
easily in the cylinder. A gasoline possessing this quality is 
especially necessary in cold weather to avoid excessive and 
harmful drains on the battery. 
But the gasoline you use should possess more than just the low boiling 
point fractions, or it will produce only a small amount of power. It 
should have an adequate proportion of heavy fractions which vaporize 
at a high temperature, so that the engine may produce maximum power 
and mileage.

FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


Harry M. Dougherty, Attorney General of the United States, 
has addressed to the Attorney General of each state a letter re­ 
questing close co-operation between state and federal officials, 
particularly in the enforcement of the prohibitory laws and laws 
against profiteering in the necessities of life. He suggested that 
the state officials call conferences between federal and county dis­ 
trict attorneys in order to avoid duplication of effort in prosecut­ 
ing offenders. 
The co-operation sought, he declared, would not 
only insure a reduction in expenditures, but also a more prompt 
enforcement of law, as well as a uniformity 
in 
proceedings, 
sentences and fines. 
The Department of Justice is to 
conduct a 
nation-wide 
investigation into retail prices on food, clothing and fuel and the 
Attorney General announced that state and county prosecutors 
would be relied upon to follow it up, since Federal officials in 
most cases are powerless to act because few of the profiteers 
engage in interstate transactions which bring them within federal 
Jurisdiction.

of the rate reductions of last autumn, 
and when allowance is made for the 
various difficulties with which they 
have been struggling, the result is 
creditable. 


Factors in Business Growth 
The business, and particularly the 
manufacturing situation, continues to 
show many factors of growth. Month­ 
ly tonnage returns for the Steel Cor­ 
poration, although indicating a sagn t 
falling off in orders, nevertheless is 
encouraging because of the substan­ 
tial degree of activity at mills which, 
in the expectation of better business, 
has been continued and is, therefore, 
reducing the volume of orders on hand 
and unfilled to a limited extent I he 
halt rn activity, which usually occult 
around the holiday season is now over 
In many lines, and manufacturing for 
spring orders has begun. 


Reduction in Monev ( osts 
This week has seen call money rates 
at a lower level then at ®nv time dur­ 
ing the last two years. Interesting in 
this connection also has been the de­ 
cline of the acceptance rate, wTu-h 
has usuallv been taken to foreshadow 
a further cut in rediscount charges. 
Such reductions have already taken 
place at the Southern Reserve banks. 
so that the system ®s a 
whole is 
moving towards 
a lower level of 
money cost. Meantime, the continued 
recession of bills held which was in­ 
terrupted for a short time around the 
holidays has recommenced. All of the 
larger citv banks of New York, as 
well as many in other places, are now 
out of debt to the reserve banks, and 
managers of some of them assert that 
thev see no immediate prospect o.

week, and a stock of specie now con­ 
siderably

$3,000,000,000, 
the 
reserve system occupies what appeal - 
to be an’ impregnable position, wh e 
business as a whole has to-dav better 
access to both short and long term 
accommodations than any time since 
the war. 


Bonds and T axes 
The positive announcement that a 
legislative programme, 
including 
a 
soldiers’ bonus and 
a shi > 
subsidy 
measure, has been decided upon brings 
to the front the immediate necessity 
of contemplating the issue of new 
j bonds by the government, or ek e the 
I imposition of taxes additional to those 
now in force. Savings effected through 


budget effort have been comparative­ 
ly limited as compared with our total 
Federal outlay. For the first year cf 
bonus and subsidy expense new claims 
of about $750,000,000 may apparently 
be expected. Both President Harding 
and Secretary Mellon are represented 
as feeling that any such outlays as are 
required by the soldiers's bonus, for I 
example should be provided for at the 
time they are 
authorized, 
a 
view 
which in 
effect 
discontenances 
the 
idea of borrowing to m eet the outgoes. 
From this the conclusion is inevitable 
that new taxes must be definitely de­ 
cided upon as a necessity element c f 
the bonus and subsidy plans. 
How 
thi3 will affect the community ii a 
serious question. If a sales tax should 
be added to existing taxation, the re­ 
sult would probably be to increase 
prices and to that extent to impair 
the activity of business. 
Market Review and OuDook 
• 
The market continues 
to give evi­ 
dence to being a sold out affair. As 
a matter of fact. it was pretty well 
demonstrated that liquidation had 
run its course last year. The uncov­ 
ering of weak spots here and there 
due to financial reverses, as a result 
of the very trying conditions which 
the country has passed through, is 
something that m ust be looked for, 
but except in a few instances it is 
now pretty well understood that im­ 
portant industrial concerns have their 
affairs well in hand. To be sure, it will 
take some time before really healthy 
trade conditions will be restored; still, 
sign* are not lacking that business 
in many directions is on the mend and 
that it is now only a question of a 
few months before the w<hee8s of 
industry will again be actively revolv­ 
ing. It is based on this belief that 
holders of industrial 
stocks refuse 
to part with them, So far as railroad 
stocks are concerned, the conferences 
going on between the executive heads 
and the employes, under the auspices 
of Scretary Hoover, are expected to 
remove the obstacles to further wage 
adjustments and the adoption of com­ 
mon sense working rules which will 
permit of the roads being operated on 
a more economical 
basis. As is well 
known, the floating supply of railroad 
shares is at no tim e large, and while 
at times they present an irregular ap­ 
pearance, it is noticeable that those 
of the stronger roads have a way of 
easily coming back whenever moder­ 
ate buving orders are sent to the 
Board:’ W hile the present sluggish 
conditions continue, news of

description has no particular pf feet 
on market values, but great ease in 
money must have

fluence before long as the income re­ 
turns from stocks and bonds are still 
very attractive compared with {ming 
rate* oar idle funds.
